2. Applicant's election of Group I in the reply filed on May, 15, 2009 is acknowledged. 
Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out the supposed errors in the 
restriction requirement, the election has been treated as an election without traverse (MPEP 
§ 818.03(a)). 



3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Although the prior art 
of record disclose most elements of claim 1 individually, none of the prior art of record explicitly 
teach or fairly suggest the combination including a substantially spherical housing comprising a 
support having a first and second face, the first face having thereon an antenna and an imager, 
the second face having thereon a transmitter and a ballast weight positioned such that the center 
of gravity of the device is opposite the direction of view with respect to the geometric center of 
the housing. It is noted that the phrase "with respect to the geometric center of the housing" was 
required by the Examiner to provide a reference for the relationship (i.e., opposite) between the 
center of gravity and the direction of view. Amendments to claims 2, 9 and 1 1 were required 
merely to make terminology in the claims consistent.
